He has published 89 scientific works 
among which are: Introduction to Integral Cal culus and Introduction to Differ- 
g g t ^al Calcul us. Jarnik' s specialty in the theory of numb??^ In this field 
he has attained world-wide fame with his theory of ellipsoides to the nth power. 

He has been teaching since 1925 , and has been a full professor since 1915 
He is an active member of the most outstanding scientific institutes.

Since 19:1 H . he has been a presi- 
dent of the National Cultural Commission and in this capacity hue classified a 
great deal of artistic material from confiscated castles, and haft made great use 
of his -wide scholarly knowledge and experience.

Hobza was born 6 January 1 876 m RoKytntce nad P.oky* r.ou , and after completing 
the gymnasium in Treble, he studied at r.ne Prague taw Faculty and in 1902 became 
a Doctor of taws. In 1007. he was qualified by the Charles University for the 
Department of Church i.av and he began lecturing in the haw Faculty. In 1911, he 
was named associate professor; the same year he published several legal works, 
especially the book Relat ions between Church and State which was a defense of the 
separation cf church and state In 190Y, tic- was made a lull professor of inter- 
national law. Some of his outstanding works are: Recognit ion of the So viets De 
Jure (192’;}; Introduction t o Church Law ; i ntroduction to Inter n ational L aw in 
Peacetime These works show his scientific, keen, logical, clear, and independent 
approach H-* has proven las claims t.o authority in Mu; field -and consistently 
set, himself against world reactionary elements, especially regarding the- legality 
of church question:. 
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Prof Dr Frantisek Travnicek: President of the Language and Literature Section., 

He was born 17 August 1888 m Spesov, Moravia.. He la a university professor 
of Czech grammar and a rector at the Brno University. Professor Travnicek is 
probably the best known Czech nationalist. His thesis at Prague University in 
1920 was Studies of Aspects of Czech Words . In 1921, he was named an associate 
professor in Brno and in 1927 a full professor. He was dean of the philosophical 
faculty in 1933-193** and at present is the rector. 

Travnicek' s most outstanding activity is his study of the history of the 
Czech language, which resulted 1: his most important work. Historical Czechoslovak 
Grammar , which is both phonetic and morphological.. The crowning work of his 
research is his two-part Grammar of literate Czech , which is in its third edition; 
the first part of it has been translated into Russian and it was published in 
Moscow in 1950. Noteworthy portions of Travnicek 1 s work are his studies in Czech 
as well as Slovak dialectology, and as an outstanding teacher he has schooled 
several remarkable pupils in it. He has .also published a D icti on ary of the Czech 
Language . in collaboration with Professor Vasa; this work is m its fourth edition. 
Since the liberation, Travnicek has become an active member and functionary of 
the KSC (Czechoslovak Communist Party), and a member of the National. Assembly; 
he is also active in several scientific councils and associations. He has pub- 
lished a total of 150 works
